WHERBAB  *(it  ie  expedient  to  provide  for  the  registration  and  to  regnlato 
the  movement  of  refugees  with  a view  to  facilitating  their  relief  and  rehabilitation 
and  to  securing  public  health,  sanitation  and  safety  and  for  certain  other  purpose* 
herein  specified]  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Bombay  Refugees  Act,  1943.  Short  title 

(t)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  '[State]  of  Bombay.  *"<l 


3.  In  this  Act,  " refugee  ” means  any  person  who  has  Bince  the  first  day  of  August  Interpret*- 
1947,  entered  the  '[State]  of  Bombay,  having  left  his  place  of  residence  elsewhere  tl8“- 
on  account  of  civil  disturbance*  in  that  place  or  the  fear  of  such  disturbances, 


3.  In  Greater  Bombay  the  Commissioner  of  Police  for  the  Greater  Bombay  and  Begiatmtion 
elsewhere  the  District  Magistrate  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  by  a general  or  special 
•rder,  establish  in  respect  of — 

(a)  each  camp  in  which  refugees  are  being  accommodated,  and 

(b)  each  particular  area  specified  by  him,  a registration  centre  for  the  registration 
wr  refugees,  snd  shall  appoint  a person  or  a committee  of  persons  to  be  the 
registering  authority  in  charge  of  each  such  centre : 

♦[Provided  that  the  '[State]  Government  may,  from  time  to  time  by  notification 
m the  Official  Oatettc,  direct  -that  the  functions  of  the  Commissioner  of  Police  or 
the  District  Magistrate  under  this  section  shall  be  performed  by  anv  other  officer 
specified  in  such  notification.] 


A (1)  Every  refugee  for  the  time  being  in  the  '[State]  of  Bombay  shall,  within  B#*i *l^**j*a 
fifteen  days  from  the  coming  into  operation  of  this  Act  dr  within  seven  days  from  of 
the  date  of  his  arrival,  in  the  '[State]  whichever  is  later,  register  hinuelf  at  the 
registration  centre  of  the  camp  in  which  he  is  being  accommodated  or  if  he  is  being 
accommodated  or  is  residing  elsewhere  than  in  a camp  for  which  a registration  centra 
has  been  established,  at  the  registration  centre  of  the  area  in  which  he  is  being 
accommodated  or  is  residing  :

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9.  (7)  An  officer  authorised  by  the  Provincial  Government  in  this  behalf  may, 
by  order  in  writing,  require  a refugee  or  any  person  responsible  for  the  registration  ?nd 
of  a refugee  under  sub-section  ( 1 ) of  section  4,  to  get  himself  or  the  refugee  for  whose  irocolation 
registration  he  is  so  responsible  vaccinated  against  small-pox  or  inoculated  against  ° ro  S068- 
plague,  cholera  or  typhoid  within  fifteen  days  of  such  order,  except  where  a certificate 
is  produced  from  a registered  medical  practitioner  or  from  a vaccinator  or  inoculator 
duly  authorised  by  the  Provincial  Government  in  that  behalf  that  such  refugee 
has  been  vaccinated  or  rovaccinated  or  inoculated,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  him  within 
six  months  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  the  order. 


(2)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  the  liability  of  any  person  to  get  himself 
or  any  other  person  vaccinated  or  inoculated  under  any  law  for  the  time  being  in  force. 


i[10.  (J)  Whoever  refuses  or  without  lawful  excuse  negloets  to  comply  with  the  Peimltiea. 
requirements  of  section  4 or  6 shall,  on  conviction,  -be  punished  with  tine  which 
may  extend  to  two  hundred  rupees.

Government  below  the  rank  of  a Collector,  as  may  be  so  specified.

(»)  the  manner  of  service  on  refugees  of  orders  made  under  this  Act ; and 
(Hi)  the  vaccination  and  inoculation  of  refugees  under  section  9.
